2. CALL BY GOVERNOR OF PUERTO RICO - 

PUERTO RICAN GOVERNOR CARLOS ROMERO BAR CELLO, 

AT HIS REQUEST, CALLED ON AMB YOUNG AUG. 2. THE 
GOVERNOR DISCLOSED HE RECEIVED INFORMATION, WHICH AT 
FIRST APPEARED RELIABLE, THAT THE ELECTRIC, BUS, FIREMEN S 
AND WATER WORKERS UNIONS ("COMMUNIST LED") MIGHT BE 
PLANNING A MASSIVE STRIKE ON THE EVE OF THE COMMITTEE 
OF 24 CONSIDERATION OF PUERTO RICO, POSSIBLE REQUIRING 
CALLING OUT THE NATIONAL GUARD. HOWEVER, IN TALKS WITH 
THE LEADERS OF THE ELECTRIC AND BUS DRIVERS UNIONS, THE 
GOVERNOR DETECTED UNCERTAINTY ABOUT WHAT COURSE 
WILL FOLLOW. YOUNG SAID HE HAD SUGGESTED THAT HE AND 
COMMITTEE OF 24 CHAIRMAN SALIM (TANZANIA) VISIT PUERTO

THE COMMITTEE ADOPTED BY CONSENSUS AUG. 3 THE 
RESOLUTION (L. 1180) ON MILITARY ACTIVITIES WITH A 
NUMBER OF CHANGES THAT HAD BEEN AGREED UPON DURING CON 
SULTATIONS. AT THE OUTSET. CHAIRMAN SALIM (TANZANIA) 
ANNOUNCED THE CHANGES, AND STRESSED THAT THE REVISED 
TEXT DID NOT REPRESENT THE UNANIMOUS VIEW OF MEMBERS 
BUT, RATHER, A BROAD MEAUSRE OF AGREEMENT ENCOMPASSING THE 
GENERAL VIEWS OF MEMBERS. ACCEPTANCE OF THE 
AMENDMENTS SIGNIFICANTLY IMPOROVED THE DRAFT FROM THE US 
POINT OF VIEW AND, TOGETHER WITH THE GUAM TEXT, POSITION 
US TO OBTAIN AN IMPROVED GUAM RESOLUTION AT THE 32ND 
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GA. FORRESTER (AUSTRALIA) WAS PARTICULARLY HELPFUL, 
ESFANDAIARY (IRAN) ACTIVE AND VOCAL, THE INDIAN AMENDMENT 
CRUCIAL, AND CHAIRMAN SALIN'S (TANZANIA) LEADERSHIP AN 
ESSENTIAL ELEMENT IN OBTAINING THE CHANGES.

4. COMMITTEE ON TAKING OF HOSTAGES- 
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THE COMMITTEE AUG. 3 ELECTED BY CONSENSUS AND

RPRESENTATIVES OF IRAN, FRG AND NICARAGUA AS VICE 
CHAIRMEN. RAPPORTEUR POST REMAINS UNFILLED BECAUSE 
EE'S INDICATED THEY DO NOT DESIRE IT. HARRIMAN EMERGED 
AS CHAIRMAN BECAUSE OF AFRICAN OPPOSITION TO CANDIDACY 
OF NICARAGUA AND WEO'S DESIRE NOT TO DELAY COMMITTEE'S 
WORK. TANZANIA ARGUED IN SUPPORT OF GENERAL DEBATE,
